Eggs today retailed at eigh­ 


teen cents a dozen and it wTas stated 


that the price would he even cheaper 


than this. Two reasons are given for 


the drop in eggs. 


The first is the tariff. 
Under the 


new tariff law eggs come under the 


free list. 
W ith no eggs, it is stated 


that hundreds of dozens are impor­ 


ted to this country every week. 


The second reason is 
placed 
at 


the doqr of the cold storage dealers. 
The month of April is the time the 


eold storage dealers gather eggs to 


he placed in 
cqld 
storage. At 
a 


meeting in Indianapolis recently the 


dealers agreed that they would noF 


pay more than fourteen 
cents 
a 
dozen. 
The e g g s that go 
in 
covi 


storage are bound not to cost 
the 


dealers over fourteen cents and the 


farmers wanting to get 
the 
best 


prices have started to unload and as 


a result the price is lowered almost 


every day.
